Bernardino, Glendale, Pasadena, 
Burbank, and Alhambra, as well 
as many from stations just identi- 
fied as "Los Angeles County.” 
The leader of the Edwards Junior 
Marines - who marched in the 
49e's parade - said he had seen 
engines from as far away as 
Arizona and Hawaii! 

The relatively new DC-10 was 
brought into service at 9 am on 
Friday, dropping thousands of 
gallons of Phoschex, that dramat- 
ic red fire retardant, ahead of the 
flames. Five “regular” helicopters 
and Skycranes delivered loads of 
water directly onto the flaring 
firestorm. 

Shortly after | arrived at the 
command post, the newly com- 
missioned 747, which can deliver 
either water or Phoschex, flew 
over us, and was put to work 
immediately 

The command post, located 
al Pelona Vista Park, on Tierra 
Subida and Raeburn Avenue in 
Palmdale, was already a minia- 
ture city, with trucks, trailers, 
portable offices for food, 
finances, emergency response, 
mapping, and all manner of the 
needed to coordinate such an 
emergency event. 

Fire Department personnel 
work closely with California 
Highway Patrol and the Sheriff's 
Department to manage all the 
evacuation orders, which are 
subject to the whims of the winds 
pushing the flames. 

Anyone driving Elizabeth Lake 
Road and/or Godde Hill can see 
where the flames raged, but on 
Friday, when | was there, you 
couldn't see anything but huge 
clouds of choking smoke being

Crown Fire 
A local perspective

The Lakes and Valleys Communities showed their 
true colors, as neighbors, friends, The Fire Sate 
Council, The Red Cross and the Volunteers on Patrol 
pitched in to help residents of the east end of Leona 
Valley evacuate during the recent Crown Fire. “It was 
great to See a comprehensive plan,” said Resident 
Deputy Bob Schneider at the Lakes Town Council 
meeting on August 7. “Everyone came together It was 
really remarkable,” he said. This was true in Spite of 
the fact that the Mt. McDill repeater that serves Leona 
Valley burned, making communication among emer- 
gency personne! difficult 

For those who lived near the fire's path, it was a ter- 
nitying ride. "I've been here 30 years and I've never 
been so fnghtened,” said Leona Valley resident Juanita 
Kirkpatrick, two days after the Crown Fire swept across 
Godde Hill, a short distance trom her home 

Kirkpatrick said that from her home she saw the first 
smoke at 4 pm and watched as the first flames came 
over the ridge on Bouquet Canyon Road, watching in 
horror as they rapidly approached 

“They were well over the hill by 5:30 or 6:30," said

Island of the Blue Dolphins

Sometimes when | return to things | loved as a child | 
find they've lost their luster for me. Island of the Biue 
Dolphins by Scott O'Dell is most definitely not one of those 
things 

| rediscovered this Newbery Medal winning book on & 
recent trp to Santa Barbara, but had forgotten, or perhaps 
never known, that the girl in the story was based on a real 
person who lived alone for eighteen years on one of the 
Channel! Islands off Santa Barbara 

In lite, as in the book, a tribe of natives thrived for many 
thousands of years on the island now known as San 
Nicholas. The island was blessed witn an abundance of life 
- cormorants and pelicans, shellfish and finned-fish, do!- 
phins, whales. and otters, fo name a few 

It was the otters that brought Russian and Aleut 
(Alaskan) hunters to the island. If you have never fell an 
otter pelt, check out the Museum of Natural History in Santa 
Barbara One swipe of your hand and you'll understand the 
allure of this “soft gold” for the hunters 

But go to Monterey Bay Aquarium and stand in front of 
the sea otter exhibit, or find a place along the coast where 
the animals play, and you'll see that these playful animals 
are so much more wonderful in life 

The otter hunters (at least in the book) tried to bargain 
with the islanders, offering a few beads for the bounty of 
Otter pelts they'd spent weeks collecting. When the natives 


demanded a fairer deal, the hunters massacred many of the 
Native men and sailed away 


Aboul 1835 missionanes trom Santa Barbara decided the 
natives should be relocated for their own safety, and they 
sent a ship to the island. In O'Dell's fictionalized version of 
the story the girl was onboard ready to sail away with the 
rest of her people, when she discovered her little brother 
had gone back for his favorite fishing spear 

The winds had grown strong and the boat could not wait 
for her brother, so she jumped overboard and swam back to 
the island to care for her brother until the boat returned for 
them. 

But eighteen years passed before she was found again, 
alone on the island. In reality, no one knows for sure what 
happened over those eighteen years. By the time she was 
rescued all of her people were gone and no one spoke her 
language 

What is known of her life alone on the island comes trom 
what she could relay in sign language to her hosts back in 
Santa Barbara. According to historical accounts, she was 
very Nappy to be among people again, singing and dancing 
for visitors, enjoying human companionship and fruits and 
vegetables she had never before tasted 

In Island of the Blue Dolphins, O'Dell expands on tact 
Creating a tale of the dangers the girl surely faced, how she 
would have hunted and stored food, what happened to her ——— 
brother, how she struggled against the elements 
loneliness.

For wondertul fiction based on fact, read Island of the 
Slue Dolphins, written 50 years ago. Even atter all these 
years it's still a fantastic read for about 3rd grade up.

Town councilwoman Karen Graham asked 
Hickling i the county might consider purchasing 
another local parcel that is targeted for develop- 
ment instead of buying the lake. Hickling said 
that if we changed our focus now we would not 
be able to tum back and ask the county to 
acquire the lake at a later date 

With some of the late Robert Peterson's 
properties up for sale, it is something our com- 
munity needs to Consider. 

in a related matter, Hickling told the council 
in July that through the Town and Country 
process of drawing up a new county land use 
pian it might be possible to change the zoning 
on three Elizabeth Lake properties that develop- 
ers have their eyes on, namely Butterfield 
Estates, Chandler Estates, and the lake and its 
surrounding land. 

Hickling said the council could submit a 
request to Town and County, asking that the 
land be deemed “open space,” thus preventing 
development. 


A public meeting of the council's land use 
Committee Grew heavy opposition to the idea 
Again, at the August meeting of the Lakes Town 
Council, three people were adamantly opposed 
to changing zoning on anyone's property

Meanwhile, our neighbors to the east in Quartz Hill and 
Palmdale were having it no better. “We ran for our lives sever- 
al times while covering the story,” said James Biddle, editor of 
the Antelope Valley Town Cner in Quartz Hill. 

The smoke was so thick in Quartz Hill that it was impossi- 
bie to see your next-door neighbor's house, according to 


25th Street West from Thursday afternoon through Saturday 
Bouquet Canyon Road was closed from Elizabeth Lake Road 
to Spunky Canyon Road for approximately the same length of 
time. The extended road closures, after the fire had passed 
by, allowed Time Warner Cable to repair the many lines that 
came down during the fire, leaving many residents of Leona 
Valley and Green Valley without cable, telephone and TV 

Since the advent of Edison's and DWP’s projects that are 
brining wind energy from Tehachapi to Los Angeles via the 
Lakes and Valleys, residents have been complaining about 
the dangers of the power lines dunng a fire. This was con- 
firmed by a firefighter at the August Leona Valley Town 
Council meeting, who said “power lines are a pretty big haz- 
ard.

What-the-Dickens — The Story of a Rogue 
Tooth Fairy - by Gregory Maguire

| found What-the-Dickens 
— The Story of a Rogue 
Tooth Fairy during a quick 
run into Target 

Big discount stores don't 
offer much variety to choose 
from in the book department 
They don't want to take risks, 
so they stock only a few 
guaranteed big sellers. | 
decided to take a chance on 
Target's sure bet, even 
though my first thought was, 
“What the dickens? I've 
never heard this ~ 

In retrospect, this book 
probably ended up on a 
Target shelf because of its 
author, Gregory Maguire, 
who also wrote Wicked, the 
bestseller that inspired the 
ultra-popular Broadway musi- 
cal of the same name. It'sa 
fun read, but not a grand 
slam, in my opinion 

it turns out What-the- 
Dickens \s actually a who 
He's an orphaned skibberee, 


_ from a race that we humans 


would call tooth fairies. He 
named himself after the first 
words he heard upon hatch- 
' 

But I'm getting ahead of 
myself 

What-the-Dickens is a 
Story within a story. Ten- 
year-old Dinah and her two 
siblings are stranded under 
the care of a distant cousin 
during some sort of Katrina- 
like storm disaster. Their 
house is without electricity 
With food running low Cousin 
Gage tries to distract them 
by telling the story of a rogue 
tooth fairy he met when he 
was a boy 

Maguire's writing style is 
imaginative, with onginal 
ways of getting his point 
across One particularly 
vivid description was “His 
hair flew everywhere, as if 
eager to get off his scaip “ 

And the idea of a race of 
tooth fairies who grow wish 
granting birthday candles 
trom the teeth they collect is 
more than a little intnguing 

Hatched full sized, yet 
small enough to fit in a tuna 


can, What-the-Dickens has a 
lot to learn and no one to 
teach him. He makes a few 
humorous mistakes involving 
a cat, a bird, and a tiger, 
before he finally meets up 
with Pepper, a fellow skib- 
beree on a tooth-collecting 
run 

Against her better judg- 
ment Pepper takes What-the- 
Dickens back to her colony, 
where he learns the history 
and traditions of his race — 
the good, the bad, and the 
well, kind of ridiculous. 

Like the way they are 
named after portions of 
words from written ads. 
Pepper’s name comes from 
“peppermint.” Dr. Iil's name 
ts from “pill.” Old Flossy got 
her name from a dental floss 
add 

The fantasy portion of the 
story was entertaining, but 
the real-life frame around it, 
with Gage telling the 

skibereen tale, was not as 
Satisfying for me. There was 
an emphasis on the ultra-reli 
gious, homeschooled aspect 
of the children's upbringing, 
which | expected to have 
some significance to the 
Story. If it did, | never found 
it

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As 1830 a Couple of columns 490 peo- 
gle ask me about insect pest problems 
Many of MY Pest problems have dimin 
shed on their Own but there is always 
something 10 come along or something to 
create a lager problem 

| have 8 area where tomatillos volun 
teer each year and | always let some 

Last year they were decimated 

The leaves WEre infected with some insect 
but | dd not have the time to check them 
out and tomabllos are not high on my list 
But last year Mey started to be used more 
for making saisas 


Ths year I paid attention and the insect 
turned out lo be 2 smail beetle that lays a 
duster of yellow eggs on the underside of 
the leaves. From these are born a tew 


very small, dark grey grub that then eat 
the leaves from below. As with the grape 
leat skeletonizers | picked off the infected 
leaves and in both cases suffered very lit 
tie damage. Picking infected areas and 
insects from plants can be a very effective 
method ¢ done early before the numbers 
grow. 
After having lost all my grape leaves 
last year, with no production of grapes 
thes year the vines flourished and the 
grapes were plentiful and great 
The small beetle on the tomatillos is 
very similar to the stripped cucumber bee- 
te, yellow with three biack stripes on the 
back thal extend onto the head. However 
the cucumber beetle lays its eggs at the 
base of the plant and the hatching grubs 
at at the root system just under ground. | 
haven'l found them on any other plants. 
(See photo on page 31.) 
| found a smail greenish yellow, spotted 
black beetle the same size as the cucum- 
ber beetie on a watermelon blossom and | 
was able to identify & as a spotted cucum- 
ber Déetie that lays eggs at the base of 
the plant also. | have no sign of any infes- 
tabon so far, and it is late in the season, 
Dut it does alert me to watch for problems 
in the future 
The other insect that has been trouble- 
some for me has been the tomato caterpil- 
lat, or worm. These are very difficult to see 
though they are easier to find early in the 
morning or before dusk, as the light dims 
One thing for sure, the longer an 
Organic garden exists the greater the vari- 
ety of insects that will happen upon it, 
©ven out here in the great desert. It 
Gemonstrates that ecosystems can be 


reestablished and it is what we should be 
doing 


in my November 2009 column I 
Gescribed the bed preparation for my 
tomato, eggplant and pepper beds. For 


that | layered heavily with a non-compost- 
@d straw and manure mixture it was very 


heavy on nitrogen so | had some concerns 
for the tomato plants producing too much 


teal and not enough tomatoes. | dd geta 
lot of leat, but still had plenty of tomatoes 
But the vegetative growth of the toma 
toes was good for shielding the tomatoes 
trom the sun. | had very little cracking this 
year, the least ever here in the Antelope 
Valley A second benefit was, though | 
lost a lot of vegetative growth to the cater- 
pillars, | still had pienty of vegetative 
growth to keep the plants strong and 
healthy 
A third benefit was that when the 
Verticillium wilt hit, first one bed early on 
and the second bed toward the middie of 
July, the plants were not nearly as affect 


ed as had been the case in the past 

Ive grown tomatoes, eggplants and 
peppers from poor soil to very nch soil 
and | get the best results with a nch sod 
but not too nch in nitrogen, especially the 
tomatoes 

Worldwide extreme weather events are

crops all over the world are suffering 
Expect to see ever increasing food prices 
The time to get going tor flood growing is 
now, not when prices are astronomical 

Tom Malloy of the proposed Fairmont 
Buttes Racetrack claims his racetrack 
would use less water than a farmer 
Wowee! I'll take the farmer any day 
Better yet, how about local organic farm- 
ing for local use? Now thal is a good use 
ot an ever diminishing water supply. 

The major problem with keeping farm- 
ing going is that farming does not make 
our local and county officials much in the 
way of income so they are always looking 
for high income creating activities. 
Unfortunately that is not always what is 
best for our communities. We need local 
farmlands as a part of the mix and particu- 
larly for local organic farms. But in order 
to farm, the land must be inexpensive 
enough to make it work. Thal would mean 
community planning to keep some lands 
inexpensive and that is just not the 
Amencan way. 

Last season's winter was very warm. 
Piant later as the trend seems to be 
toward warming though anything can hap- 
pen including a cold winter

A big tactor when you live in an 
and climate whether high desert or 
low, ts finding landscaping plants that 
are drought tolerant and can handle, 
high heat. I've often heard complaints 
from folks that the chain home 
improvement stores will sell plants 
that aren't always for this climate. One 
really hot day, not enough water and 
they pensh fast. Personally I've had, 
good luck with potted vegetables from 
the large stores, but I've had bad luck 
with landscaping plants unless of 
course they are some vanety of 
Juniper 

For attractive shrubs and flowers, 
Lavender, Rosemary and Penstemon 
do well here. Penstemon is a native 
flower that you can see on a 
spring/summer nature walk here. They 
are scarlet red bugle shaped flowers 
that attract hummingbirds in droves 
You can buy Penstemon at nurseries 
in many colors, including purple 
They're drought resistant and our local 
soil and sun serves them fine. (See 
photo, page 31.) 

I've noticed a few Crape Myrtles in 
Lancaster that seem to be thriving too. 
When | investigated their hardiness 
zone, | discovered that the Muskogee 
Crape Myrtle is hardy in zones 7 — 11 
Always check before you buy of 
course, but this tree is fast growing 
and blooms for 110 days with lovely 
colortul flowers. (See photo, page 31.) 

They are also fairly drought toler 
ant from what | read. The U.S. Forest 
Service writes: "A long period of strik- 
ing summer flower color, attractive fall 
foliage. and good drought-tolerance all 
combine to make Crape Myrtle a 
favorite small tree for either formal or 
informal landscapes.” Further reading 
says that the Muskogee variety is 
highly resistant to "powdery mildew" 
as well as some of the hybrid vaneties 
such as the Natchez which grows to

Because they are not native to 
North America, Crape Myrtle can 
be hard to find. I've found web 
sites online but you can order 
them through your favonite local 
nursery if you don't shop onfiner: 
One of the websites is; 
http:/www fast-growing: 
trees.com/Muskogee htm They 
seem to have a lot of trees that 
will grow in our hardiness zone 
but there is always a nsk and an 
expensive one unless you know a 
neighbor who has had success 

A nursery in Lancaster, 
Superior Nursery on Sierra Hwy, 
will special order plants and trees 
for you and they also don't carry 
anything that won't thrive locally 
The Cryptomeria Evergreen looks 
to be a great desert tree too, 
growing 30-40 feet and being 
extremely drought tolerant, soil 
tolerant and dark green and 
attractive 

While researching, | found a 
paper written by Brad Lancaster 
(2006) which has a wealth of 
information regarding drought tol- 
erant plants and trees. While he 
wrote it as a partial guide for 
Tuscon, Arizona, he put in a 
cayeat that it's a template for 
other desert folks as well 
Included ts a chart so you can 
determine which trees and veg- 
etables will work in your zone 

It's comprehensive and | rec- 
ommend downloading the pdf file 
for anyone interested in local and 
exotics. You can find it at 
www.cals arizona .edu/pubs/water/ 
az1344 pdt
